CHAPTER 391.

AN ACT to provide for the appointment of election commis-
sioners and subordinate election officials, and the conduet of
cleetions and registration of qualified voters in cities of more
than one hundred thousand inhabitants, and providing a
Penalty.

The pecple of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senale and
Assembly, do enact as follows:

SecTioN 1. There is ereated a hoard of election commission-
ers for each city having more than one hundred thousand in-
habitants, composed of three members, who shall be appointed
as follows: The mayor of each said city shall appoint three
members for terms of one, two and three years, respectively,
dating from July first, in the year in which they are appointed,
and until their successors are  commissioned and qualified.
Suceessors shall be appointed in like manner and their terms
of office shall be three years in all cases and until their succes.
sors arce commissioned and qualified. The board shall be com-
posed of one member from cach of the three dominant politieal
rarties, as shown by the returns of the last preceding general
election, and  appointments shall be made in aceordance with
this rule. The party affiliation in each case shall be attested
by the respective chairmen of the city committees of the sev-
eral political parties hefore such appointment shall be in foree.
The board shall choose its own chairman. In case of vacaney
for any cause in said board, the same shall be filled by the ap-
pointment of the mayor for the unexpired term. Such com-
missioncrs shall be legal voters, and residents of the state for
at least five years, and of the city for a like period of time.
They shall hold no other public office and shall be ineligible to
any other elective or appointive public office while members
of sueh board, and shall before entering upon the duties of
election commissioners subseribe to an oath binding them to
support the constitution of the United States and of the state
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of Wiseonsin. and ta conduct themsclves faithfully and  iwm-
partially in office; said oath of olfice to be filed in the office of
the eity clerk.

SeEcTION 2. The city elerk af such sald cities shall act as see-
retary of the board of election commissioners without extra
remuneration, and the city shell furnish afiice room in the city
hall for said eommissioners, and all expenses incurred by the
board under this act shall be paid out of the city treasury.

S8ecTioN 3. After its first organization, such board of election
commissioners shall prepare for a new and general registration
of voters for the next following clection; and when made, such
registration shall be continued and revised in proper time for
every succeeding election in the manner hereinafter provided.

SecrioN 4. 1. Sueh board of election commissioners shall,
on the first day of Scptember of the vear in whieh they are ap-
pointed, and on the same date biennially thereafter, appoint
three qualified voters as inspectors aof election for each pre-
ciuet in said eities. They shall he ecitizens of the TUnited
States; shall be men of good repute and character; able to read
and write the English language, he of good understanding and
capahle. They must have resided in the precinet for whieh
they are selected to act not less than one year prior to their
appointment, and be enti‘led to vote therein at the next elee-
tion, and not hold any other publie office or employment, and
shall nct be candidates for any public office while acting as
such inspectors of election.

2. The said board shall also appoint at the same time and for
the same term, two ballot elerks in each precinct to serve at
primary elections, who shall posscss the same qualifications
and serve under the same restrictions as the inspectors afore.
said.

3. Before entering upon the duties of their offices, each in-
speetor and bhallot clerk so appointed shall subseribe to a like
oath to that taken by the election commissioners, which shall
be filed in like manner with the eity eclerk.

4. Said inspectors and ballot clerks shall be appointed as pro-
vided in the preceding sections for terms of two years. Said
inspectors shall during said term serve as inspectors at all
elections in such cities, but said ballot clerks only at primary
elections.

5. Where a vacancy in the office of inspector or ballot elerk
shall oceur from any cause, said commissioners shall make an
appointment as herein provided to fill such vacaney.
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6. In each preeinet not more than one of said inspectors, nor
more than one of said ballot clerks, so nominated, shall be of
the same political party, and such inspectors shall be chosen
from the threec dominant political parties as shown by the re-
turns of the last preceding general ¢lection in such precinets,
and such ballot clerks shall be chosen from the two dominant
perties as shown by the returns of the last preceding general
eloction in such provinets; the party affiliation, in  contested
cases, tn be finally determined by the chairman of the eity com-
mittee of the political party entitled to the appointment.

7. 1f any person holding the position of inspector or ballot
clerk of election shall in the judgment of the board of election
commissioners be found- not to possess the qualifications pre-
seribed in this section, or if any inspector or ballot elerk in the
judgment of said board of election commissioners shall be
guilty of neglecting the duties of his office, or of any official
misconduet, then such inspector or ballot elerk shall be sum-
marily removed from office by said board, and the vacancy im.
mediately filled by the appointment of a person having quali-
fleations as herein required.

SecTioN 5. 1. At the time of such appointment of inspect-
ors and ballot clerks, the hoard of election commissioners shall
publish for one day in the official publication or publications
of such cities, a full list of the names and addresses of such in-
spectors and ballot clerks, together with a notice stating that
the persons mentioned have been provisionally appointed to
act as inspectors and ballot clerks in the various precincts
enumerated, for the ensuing two years, and setting forth that
to their best knowledge and belief gueh provisional appointees
poesess the qualifications required by this act; also stating the
political party with whiel each respectively is believed to be
afiiliated. and requesting all persons to inform the board of
election commissioners as to any want of qualification on the
pert of any provisional #ppoiniee named in the list; also that
on a day named in said potfice, which shall not he more than
five days after the day of publication, the board of election
cummissicners will sit at its office for the purpose of hearing
any objections muade as to the qualifications of any such provi-
sional appointee. Baid notice shall state the hours of said ses-
sion, which shall be from nine to twelve a, m. and from two to
five p. m., and shall further state that if all objections to the
qualifieations of such provisional appointees, or any of them,
are not disposed of on raid day the hoard will sit from day to
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day between the same hours until the cases are all determined;
and further, that any provisional appointce found disqualified
upon such information, will be rejected, and a duly qualified
person appointed in his stead.

2. Or: the day and at the hour named for the beginning of
such session, the election commissioners shall meet at their office
and consider the objections made to the appointment of any
such provisional appoiniee, beginning with the lowest num-
bered precinct of the first ward and continuing in regular or-
der to the highest numbered precinet of the highest numbered
ward. The commissioners may examine under oath any person
appearing before them. They shall decide each case as soon
as the cvidence therein is before them, and announce their de-
cision immediately, announcing also the dissent of any com-
missioner, if the deeision of the board is not unanimous. A
minute shall be made of any such decision, setting forth all ob-
jections made against any provisional appointee and the find-
ings of the majority thereon, and of the dissenting member
thereon, if there be any dissent. If all objections to such pro-
visional appointces are not concluded on said day the commis-
sioners shall sit fromn day to day, between the same hours, and
at the same place, until all such ohjections are disposed of.

3. All such provisional appointees found to be disqualified
upon such hearing shall be immediately rejected, and persons
having the necessary qualifications appointed in their places,
divided between the different political parties as provided for
in this act.

SectioN 6. 1. Thirty days prior to the next succeeding
primary eclection, the election commissioners shall cause a final
publication in the official publication or publications of said
city, of the names of all inspectors and ballot elerks, appro-
priately designated by wards and precinets in numerieal order,
giving the place of residence of each appointee, and any exist-
ing vacancies shall then be filled by the commissioners in their
discretion, so that a full and complete list may be published at
this time. .

2. 1t shall be the duty of ali inspectors and ballot clerks, so
appointed, to immediately notify the board of election com-
missioners. if for any unforseen eause, occurring after the pub-
lieation of said final list, he is prevented from serving. For
the purpose of receiving any sueh information and of filling
any vacancies so occurring, the board of election commission-
ers shall be in session during the two days next preceding the
primary and election days.
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3. Not later than ten days succeeding the publication of said
list, the appointees sHall file their oath of office with the city
clerk, and the board of election commissioners shall thereupon
cause to be issued to each appointee a suitable certificate of
his official character and standing.

1. For the purpose of filling vacancies which may exist and
of veriying or correcting addresses in the list of election in-
spectors and ballot clerks, the board of eleetion commissioners
shall, ninety days previous to every election succeeding the
election first following the appointment of a new list of elee-
tion officials under this act, cause a careful canvass of the list
to be made tarongh the agency of the police department.

SECTION 7. Service as inspector of eleetion or ballot clerk
under this act shall be mandatory upon all qualified voters so
appointed, during a full period of two years, after which they
shall be exempt from further serviee under this act until three
terms of two years each, shall have elapsed; the clection com-
missioners being charged with diseretion and authority in
cases of request for exemption from scrvice as such election
officers at any time.

SEcTioN 8. The inspectors of election aforesaid shall consti-
tute the board of registry in the precinet for which they are
appointed. and shall eleet their own chairman.

SEcTioN 9. In preparation for the work of the several
beards of registry, the seeretary of the board of election com-
missionars shall, ninety days prior to all clections to be held in
cities governed by the provisions of this aet, prepare a supply
of registration eards and have them distributed through the
aceney of the police department to every known male voter,
whose name aprears on the last printed list of the registry held
in such eities: also to every presumptive male voter or known
prospeetive male voter of sueh cities. Registration of women
voters shall be made only in the years when school matters en-
ter info an election.

SectioN 10, Registration cards shall be printed in the form
of a request to the voter to properly fill in the spaces provided
for information for registration purposes, and notice shall be
given thereon that, if necessary, the blanks may be filled in by
some other person, except that in the space provided for the
signature, the voier himself must sign his name or make his
mork. The eards shall provide headings for the following en-
tries to be made by applicants for registration:

1. Date.

2. Ward.
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3. Precinet.

4. Nanie. ,

5. Reeldence.

6. Ixact location, "‘flat No. =" “upper flat,”’ ‘‘rooin
No. ,”” “hall-room,”” **room on second floor,”” ‘“basement,”
i pear house’’ of other equally definite designation of loeation.

7. Age.

B. Sex.

9. Nationality.

10. Whether eitizen or not.

11. Term of residence in stote.

12. Term of residence in precinet.

13. Autoeruph.

Such cards shall also he furnished by the ecity clerk to any
pergont applying for them either in person or by mail.

NecTioN 11, Two coftseetitive weels shall be allowved for the
distribution and collection of registration cards by the polies
department, and the cards shall be collected in the same gen:
eril order ay distributed, so that cach voter will have approsi-
mately one week in whieh to fill in the blanks for the purpose
of registration under this act; such cards to be returned to the
gecretary of the hoard of election commissioners.

SecrioN 12, Under the direetion of the hoard of election
commissioners un official registry for each precinet shall be
commenced, compiled from all cards go received which indicate
that the signery thereof are legal voters. Such official registry
ghall eontnin in book form in snituble colnmns a copy of the in-
formation given on the registration cards, excepting the date
and mlograph. The names of voters shall be arranged in
numerienl s1der of houses loeated on each street separately,
commenecing with the lowest and ending with the highest
number within thie precinet. The streets shall be arranged in
geographical order from east to west and torth to soiith.

SeEcTioN 13, As soon as the eards received have been trah-
seribed into seid books, the board of eleetioh commissioners
shall eause o suflicient number of registry lists to be printed
from siich official registry, not exceceding one hundred for each
precinet, and shall ¢suse to be congpictiously posted in each
precinet within suelt city twenty-five copies thercof through
the ageney of the police department.

Secrion 1. The hoard of election cominissioners shall ¢ause
to be obtained from at least thres persons witliin the coutity,
secled proeposals for the pristing of said lists, and shall award
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the contract therefor to the lowest competent and responsible
hidder.

SeEcTioN 15. The boards of registry, as provided in section
7, shall hold meetings «t the places designated for holding elec-
tions, on the Tnesday next preceding the election and primary
election. They shall meet at cight o’clock in the forenoon and
hold their meetings open until cight o’clock in the evening.
They shall revise and correct the preliminary registry as pre-
pared by the board of election commissioners: First, by strik-
ing therefrom the name of any person known by them to have
died or removed frem the distriet or who shall be proved to
their satisfaction, by the oath of two electors of the district, to
be not entitled to vote therein at the next ensuing election or
primary election, unless sueh person shall appear, and, if chal-
lenged, shall make affidavit stating the name and period of the
continuons residence in the election district and place of resi-
dence therein, giving the number and street of the affiant, and
in case he is of foreign birth, stating when he came to the
United States and to this state, and the time and place when
he became a citizen of the United States, and that he is entitled
to vote ut the election. Second, by entering thereon, the name
of every elector entitled to vote in the district at the next
eleetion who shall appear in person and file a registration card,
as hereinbefore provided, properly filled in and sworn to before
the chairman ¢f the board of registry. In every case of a name
stricken from the registry, the reason therefor shall bhe stated
in writing opposite the name so stricken.

SecrioN 16, Fach board of registry shall be furnished by
the hoard of clection commissioners with two sets of three
blank registry hooks, one set for each mecting, suitably ar-
ranged to permit of entries corresponding with the preliminary
registry, for the registation of additional names, and also ar-
ranged to permit of any corrections of the preliminary registry
which may be found necessary at such meetings.

SectioN 17. Each member of said boards of registry shall
make the entries in one of these books, setting down the name
of every additional voter aceepted at such meetings with the full
information required in each case, and showing therein any cor-
rections of the preliminary registry found to be necessary at
such meetings. At the close of each meeting said members, act-
ing in concert, shall compare each register so kept with the other
two, correcting any differences found, and making the same
agree in all respects; and each said member shall then sign a
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certificate to be attached at the end of cach register, in sub-
stantially the following form: ,

We, the undersigned inspectors of election in the. . ... . ....
precinct of the. ............ ward of theeityof...............
in the state of Wisconsin, do jointly and severally certify that
at the registration of electors in said clection precinct, held on
the................ day of ...... ...l , 1900,
there were registered by us in said election precinet the names
which in this book are entered, and that the total number of
registered and qualified voters in said precinet was and is the
number of.......... ... ..., '

SecTioN 18. 1. Any person who is not twenty-one years of
age before the date when the registry is required to be porrected.
but who will be if he lives until the day of election, shall have
his name put on such registry if he be otherwise qualified to be
an elector.

2. All registration cards shall be preserved by the several
boards of registry and filed in the office of the board of election
commissioners.

3. Every person registered under this act shall be subject to
the same punishment for any false statement or other offense in
respect thereto, as is provided in case of false statement or
other offense by an elector offering to vote at an election.

SectioN 19. After such registry shall have been fully com-
pleted on the days above mentioned, no names shall be added
thereto, and no votes shall be received at any election if the
name of the person offering to vote be not on the registry as
completed, except as provided in section 61 of the statutes.

SecrioNn 20. 1. Within twenty-four hours after each meeting
of the several boards of registry the three registry books, to-
together with all registry cards and affidavits, shall be deliver-
ed by the several chairmen of the hoards of registry to the sec-
retary of the board of cleetion commissioners. The board of
clection commissioners shall forthwith cause to be printed there-
from, for use at the primary election and at the final election
respectively, not to excced one hundred copies of such com-
plete and corrected registries of each precinct, and through the
agency of the police department, shall cause twenty-five copies
thercof to be conspicuously posted in each precinet.

2. Six copies of such precinet registry lists shall he furnished
to each inspector for cach primary and final election, of which
two shall be used as check lists and in licu of poll lists, at the
primary and at the final eleetion. To this end, twa inspectors
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at each precinet at each election, shall write after the name of
cach voter, the serial number of his vote as the same is polled.
A special blank column shall be provided on the final printed
registry lists for this purpose, also a form of certificate setting
forth that each list is a true and complete combined check and
poll list of the respective precinets, which form shall be filled in
and signed by the three inspectors of election in each precinet;
such combined check and poll lists, duly verified, to be returned
as provided by law.

SectioN 21. All registries shall at all times be open to public
inspection, and any voter shall have the right to challenge any
applicant who applies to be registered, but such voter shall be
examined under oath, touching the cause for such challenge;
judgment in each case to rest with the board of registry and to
be rendered as soon as heard. In the case of a naturalized ap-
plicant the board of registry may require him to show his natur-
alization certificate.

SectioN 22. Any voter may make objection before the board
of e¢lection commissioners to the registration of any person as
aforesaid in the manner and form objections are required to be
made before boards of registry. The election commissioners shall
sit for the purpose of hearing such objections on the Wednesday
of the first week prior to said election and primary election be-
tween the hours of nine a. m. and twelve m., and between two p.
m. and five p. m., and if all such objections be not then deter-
mined it shall sit during the same hours of the next day. Such
objectors shall appear in person before the commissioners on
said day or days; they may be further examined by the com-
missioners under oath and further testimony may be taken in
the premises. All cases shall be heard and decided summarily.
If the board shall believe any person so objected to is entitled
to registration, his name shall remain upon the registry, other-
wise his name shall be removed, and the inspectors of the proper
precinet notified immediately of such action. Minutes shall be
kept of all objections made and action taken at such meetings.

Section 23. Every inspector or ballot clerk of election shall
be exempt from jury duty from the day of his qualification as
such until two years after his term of office expires, if and so
long as he performs his duty as such inspector or ballot clerk at
every election held in the precinet for which he is appointed from
the day of his qualification until his term of office expires; and
where an inspector or ballot clerk, duly appointed by the board
of election commissioners, has qualified and performed his duty
as inspector or ballot clerk at an election, he shall be exempt
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from jury service until the next election, and if such second
election falls within the term for which he is appointed and he
fails to perform his duties thereat, his exemption from jury serv-
ice shall thereby cease.

StcTion 24. Any person not regularly appointed by the
hoard of election commissioners, but who shall duly serve as in-
spector or ballot clerk at any election because appointed to fill
vacancy at the polling place, shall be exempt from jury service
for six months thereafter. It shall ke the duty of the jury com-
missioners in all cities subject to this act having jury commis-
sioners, to see that no person is summoned to do jury service
during the time for which he is exempt, as herein provided:
and it shall be the duty of the board of election commissioners,
after each election, to certify to the jury commissioners names
of the inspectors and ballot clerks who served at such election.

SEcTION 25. The commissioners of election shall receive the
same compensation provided in rection 2533a of the statutes.
relating to the compensation of jury commissioners, and any
amendments now or hereafter made thereto.

SEcTION 26. The inspectors and ballot clerks shall receive the
same compepsation provided in section 94h of the statutes, and
any amendments now or hereafter made thereto.

SectioN 27. The act of a majority of such board of elaction
commissioners and such boards of registry shall be eonsidered
as the act of said hoard of eleetion commissioners or of such
boards of registry.

Secrion 28.  All election officials provided for in this act
shall be under the direction and control of the board of election
commissioners, and the decisions of the board shall govern all of
their acts hereunder.

SecrioN 29, The said commissioners of election appointed
hy the mayor may be removed by him upon proof of official mis-
conduct or negligence satisfactory to him.

SectioN 30. For the purpose of carrying out the provisions
of this act, it shall he the duty of all departments of cities gov-
erned by the provisions of this act to co-operate with the board
of election commissionars in the manner herein provided.

SectioN 31. This act shall he liberally construed so that its
purpose may not be defeated by any informality, or failure to
comply with the several provisions in respect to either the giving
of notices or the conduct of the registrations or keeping within
the exact periods of time stipulated herein.

SectioN 32. Any public officer who shall wilfully fail or neg-
lect to perform any duty imposed upon him by the provisions
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of this act, or knowingly make any false certificate in respect to
such duty, or to any matter to which he may he required by law
to officially certify, shall be punished by imprisonment in the
county jail not execeeding nine menths, cr by fine of not more
than five hundred dollars.

SectioN 33, All acts and parts of acts eonflicting with any
provisions of this act are repealed in so far as they are incon-
sistent therewith.

SectioN 34. This act shall take c¢ffeet and be in foree from
and after its passage and publication,

CHAPTER 392.

AN ACT to appropriate a certain sum of money for the pur-
chase of stationery for the use of the state.
The pecple of the Stalc of Wiscunsin, repriscntcd in Scnate and

Assembly, do enact as follows:

SectioN 1. There is appropriated out of any money in the
general fund not otherwise appropriated the sum of seventeen
thousand dollars, for the purchase of stationery for state officers
and departments, for the years 1911 and 1412 and for the legis-
lative session of 1913, said sum heing the amount estimated to be
peeessary for the purposes specified. .

SectioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in force from
and after its passage and publication,

No. 328, S.] [Published June 20, 1911,
CHAPTER 393.

AN ACT to create section 4595d of the statutes, in reference to
works of necessity or charity.
The pecple of the State of Wisconsin, reprosenled in Senate and

Assembly, do enact as follows:,

SectioN 1. There is added to the statutes a new section to
read: Section 4959d. The keeping open of a stere or shop for
the sale of dry goods, wearing apparel, hats, caps, hoots, shoes,
hardware, furniture, crockery. chissware, jewelry, groceries,
coffees, teas, spices, meats or nreat preduets on the fiest day of
the week, shall not be deemed a work of necessity or charity.

SecTioN 2. This act shall take effeet and be in force from and
after its passage and publication.
